DOUBLE THE 
BAILOUT? 

OBAMA’S BUDGET INCLUDES MORE MONEY FOR FINANCIAL INDUSTRY

WASHINGTON President Obama anticipates 
another $750 billion bank bailout this year, a 
step that would more than double the direct 
infusion of taxpayer money into the reeling 
financial sector. 

The White House’s 2010 budget released 
Thursday includes a $250 billion contingency 
fund for 2009 that— if needed— could lever- 
age three times as much in asset purchases 
from financial institutions in need of capital. 

In essence, however, taxpayers would 
foot the entire $750 billion upfront. 
Administration budget writers say the value 
of the assets that the government has already 
acquired suggest a return to the government 
of 66 cents for every $1 spent, hence the 
$250 billion net expenditure. 

“We hope that it will not be necessary,” 
White House budget director Peter Orszag 
said Thursday. “We have no plans to go to 
Congress at this point to ask for additional 
money ... The placeholder is in case the situ- 
ation deteriorates further and more interven- 
tion is necessary” 

Still, the inclusion of the money is the 
clearest sign yet that Obama’s economic

team is not certain that the $700 billion 
Troubled Asset Relief Program that Congress 
approved last fall has done enough to unlock 
the capital markets and make credit more 
available. 

The Obama administration still has more 
than $250 billion available from the original 
TARP funds to inject capital into banks. 
Whether it needs more could depend on 
whether economic conditions worsen and 
on the outcome of “stress tests” now being 
conducted on the nation’s biggest banks. 

The stress tests, which started Wednesday 
and are supposed to be completed by the 
end of April, are being conducted to judge 
whether banks have sufficient— and the 
right mix— of capital to survive an even 
deeper recession. 

Banking titan Citigroup has been in talks 
with the government about additional assis- 


tance, while insurance giant AIG also is 
seeking more relief and is working with the 
government to revamp its existing rescue 
package. 

Other highlights: 

» Obama wants only a modest increase in 
defense spending for 2010. His proposal of at 
least $533.7 billion is only a 4 percent increase 
from estimated 2009 spending. Such a sizable 
sum shows the new administration plans to 
take a moderately conservative approach to 
the nation’s defense. 

» Obama’s budget signaled that the environ- 
ment is a priority by providing the biggest 
increase for the Environmental Protection 
Agency in eight years. States, local gov- 
ernments and tribes can use the money to 
improve sewage treatment plants and drink- 
ing water systems and to protect drinking 
water sources. 

» The Energy Department’s spending plan 
would pay for “significant increases in basic 
research” into developing clean and renew- 
able energy including solar, wind and geo- 
thermal sources, and to make motor fuel 
from plants.

The free rides offered to all seniors 
using public transit— the brainchild of 
former Gov Rod Blagojevich— would 
end under a measure being considered 
by the state legislature. 

With the freebies for those 65 and 
older costing Chicago area transit agen- 
cies an estimated $58 million this year, 
some legislators in Springfield want to 
ensure that only the truly needy get 
free trips on buses and trains. 

The bill sponsored by Rep. Suzanne 
Bassi (R-Palatine) would limit free rides 
to seniors who qualify under the state’s 
low-income guidelines. The same 
means test is used to give free rides to 
the needy and disabled. Other seniors 
still would get reduced or half-fare 
rides. 

Although Bassi is a Republican in the 
Democrat-controlled legislature, Rep. 
Julie Hamos (D -Evanston), the chair 
of the House Mass Transit Committee, 
believes the rollback has significant 
bipartisan support. 

Rep. Kathleen Ryg (D -Vernon Hills) 
supports the proposal while acknowl- 
edging seniors represent a powerful 
voting bloc. It’s a difficult issue, she 
said, because no one wants to deny 
them advantages they deserve. 

“However, we’re talking about crisis 
time,” she said. 

Blagojevich added the free ride pro- 
gram to a mass transit tax increase bill 
in January 2008. 

Afterward, the House overwhelm- 


ingly approved a bill introduced by Ryg 
that would have offered the rides only 
to the needy 

That measure died in the Senate, con- 
trolled by then-President Emil Jones 
Jr., a Blagojevich ally. Steve Brown, 
spokesman for House Speaker Michael 
Madigan (D-Chicago), said he’s heard 
no discussion of the Bassi bill yet, and 
would not comment on its chances. 

The measure took an important step 
this week when it was assigned to the 
Mass Transit Committee. 

Revenues for the CTA, Metra and 
Pace dropped significantly below pro- 
jections for 2008, officials say 

The CTA said it provided over 
21 million free rides for seniors in 
2008. Meanwhile, seniors also took 
2.3 million free trips on Metra and about 
1.7 million rides on Pace. 

Many seniors think ending free rides 
for all isn’t such a bad idea. 

Barbara Yahnke of Naperville said 
she is “over 65” and rides Metra to down- 
town Chicago several times a year. 

“I don’t need free rides,” Tahnke said. 
“I think taking it away will hurt some 
senior citizens who are on a tight bud- 
get, but it won’t affect me.” 

But Metra rider Orlandus Bell, 72, of 
Naperville, takes a different view. He 
likes the free rides. 

“It makes it a lot easier on senior citi- 
zens.” said Bell. “I know I may sound a 
little selfish— since I can afford to pay 
my own ticket— but I think I deserve 
free rides.”

Like Huberman, new head Rodriguez 
rose quickly through city ranks

Richard Rodriguez had barely enough time to learn his 
way around Chicago’s airports before he was reassigned 
Thursday to the CTA, the nation’s second-largest tran- 
sit system. Mayor Daley selected Rodriguez, whom he 
touted as a manager extraordinaire, to become Chicago 
Transit Authority president. » 
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» It was part of a double Cabinet appointment 
that elevated O’Hare expansion chief Rosemarie 
Andolino to the additional post of aviation 
commissioner, the job that Rodriguez held only 
since last April. 

Rodriguez, 38, said he wasn’t ready to talk 
about the direction he would take the CTA, 
nor was he familiar enough to comment on the 
transit agency’s latest budget crisis or equipment 
problems that have sidelined more than 200 CTA 
buses. 

All he knows is what he read in newspapers, he 
said. 

But Rodriguez said he hopes CTA Chairman 
Carole Brown and the CTA board “see the 
potential value my experience may add to their 
team.” 

Rodriguez replaces another City Hall 
wunderkind, Ron Huberman, whom Daley moved 
along after less than two years at the CTA to head 
Chicago Public Schools last month. 

Daley said both Rodriguez and Andolino are 
expected to “implement creative out-of-the-box 
improvements.” 

Rodriguez will need to land on his feet as he 
parachutes into a budgetary emergency that 
could lead to severe service cuts, more fare hikes 
and employee layoffs unless the transit agency 


receives additional funding to shore up a projected 
$155 million shortfall in tax revenues this year. 

The projected budget gap, larger than the 
shortfalls the CTA faced under “doomsday” 
scenarios about a year ago, is in addition to a 
$87 million budget deficit for 2008 that still needs 
to be made up, transit officials said. 

The mayor has made it clear he wants to 
see major improvements at the CTA to better 
position Chicago to win its bid to host the 2016 
Olympics. 

During his brief tenure as airports chief, 
Rodriguez focused on expanding restaurants and 
retail shops at O’Hare and Midway City Hall is 
counting on the airports to provide 17 percent of 
all local revenue for the city in 2009. 

In 2005, Rodriguez spent 10 months helping to 
oversee the construction program at O’Hare and 
Midway 

Before becoming aviation commissioner, 
Rodriguez headed the city buildings department. 
In that post he oversaw the reunification of the 
buildings department with the construction and 
permits department, and he was credited with 
speeding up the process by which City Hall issues 
building permits. 

He also worked at the Chicago Housing 
Authority

Quinn backs special election 



Man charged in 
slayings of teens 

A 20 -year-old man was charged in the 
slaying of three teens gunned down 
with an assault rifle last week on the 
Southeast Side, officials said. 

Martin Ybarra, of the 8300 block of 
South Buffalo Avenue, was charged with 
first-degree murder in connection with 
the Friday slayings of the teens near East 
87th Street and South Exchange Avenue, 
according to Cook County state’s attor- 
ney’s office spokeswoman Sally Daly 

Killed in the shooting were two Bowen 
High School students— Kendrick Pitts, 
17, and Raheem Washington, 15— and a 
student from Mireles Academy elemen- 
tary school, 13-year-old Johnny Edwards. 

Ybarra was acquitted in a fatal 
2005 shooting that occurred within a 
block from the site of the Friday slay- 
ings. That shooting, which claimed 
the life of 19 -year-old Danny Urbieta, 
occurred in the 8700 block of South 
Escanaba Avenue. 

So far this school year, 25 Chicago 
public school students have been slain, 
compared with 26 for the entire previ- 
ous school year. 


Gov Quinn said Thursday that if U.S. Sen. 
Roland Burris doesn’t step down within the 
next two weeks, he wants lawmakers to send 
him a bill to set up a special election that could 
effectively remove Burris from office. 

Quinn, appearing on “The Steve Cochran 
Show” on WGN (720 -AM), said he spoke 
to the top two Democrats in the General 
Assembly about the possibility of moving 
ahead with the legislation, which would take 
advantage of a clause contained in the U.S. 
Constitution’s 17th Amendment. 

Quinn’s actions follow a legal opinion issued 


Wednesday night byAtty Gen. LisaMadigan, 
who said she believed the state could enact 
a special-election law that would effectively 
force Burris from office. Under the constitu- 
tion, a governor’s appointments to fill Senate 
vacancies should be considered temporary 
until an election is held, she said. 

But under current state law, appointments 
to Senate vacancies last until the next fed- 
eral election, which is scheduled for next 
year.

On first glance, the mile-long stretch of South Loomis Street from Roosevelt Road to just 
south of 1 8th Street seems like a quiet spot. 

Puddles cover Addams Park, a Chicago Park District outpost at 14th Street that 
offers a playground, swimming pool and basketball courts. Aloft condo project awaits 
development at 15th Street, while a Chicago Public Library stands near 18th Street. 
But this section of road in the University Village area isn’t so sleepy The street was the 
site of three slayings in a three-week period this year. 

A 43 -year-old man was shot to death on Jan. 28 in the 1600 block of South Loomis, 
Chicago police said. 

A 1 6 -year-old boy was shot in the chest in the 1900 block of South Loomis on Wlentine’s 
Day after he allegedly flashed a gang sign, while a 28 -year-old man was shot multiple times 
as he sat in his vehicle in the 1200 block of South Loomis on Feb. 22, according to police. 

Homicides are up this month compared with February 2008, and the month isn’t over 
yet. A RedEye analysis of preliminary police reports found 23 homicides have occurred in 
February as of Wednesday Chicago police recorded 20 homicides in February 2008. 
Loomis Street on the West Side isn’t the only trouble spot. That’s why each week, start- 
ing next Thursday, RedEye will map the locations of the homicides reported in the pre- 
vious week and spodight some of the problem areas. We have plotted the homicides 
recorded in January and February, through Wednesday, to get you up to speed. 

Just a few weeks ago, Chicago police were touting a decline in the number of 
homicides in January 2009 compared with January 2008 — 24, down from 34 dur- 
ing the same period last year. 

Police credited the decline to the new mobile strike force, which targets the 
most violent areas of the city. But now it seems homicides are on the rise 
again. In one high-profile case, three teenagers were killed in a shooting 
near East 87th Street and South Exchange Avenue.

CHICAGO Norm Van Lier, one of the most 
popular players in Bulls history and one 
of the NBA’s top defensive players in the 
1970s, was found dead in his home just 
blocks away from the Bulls arena Thursday 
authorities said. He was 61. 

The cause of death was not immediately 
known. 

“Norm Van Lier was one of the all-time 
greats ever to put on a Chicago Bulls uni- 
form,” Bulls Chairman Jerry Reinsdorf said 
in a statement. ‘Along with Jerry Sloan, he 
set a standard for Bulls defense and tough- 
ness which we will never forget and which 
we will always strive to replicate.” 

Van Lier, who most recently worked 
for Comcast SportsNet, had been sched- 
uled as a pre- and post-game analyst for 
Wednesday night’s Bulls game with the 
New Jersey Nets. 

Comcast officials became concerned 
after Van Lier did not show up for work 
and could not be reached Thursday, so an 
employee was sent to his apartment near 
the United Center, said Jim Corno, presi- 
dent of CSN Chicago. The employee tried 
unsuccessfully to get inside. 

Authorities responding to a subsequent 
well-being check request found Van Lier 
unresponsive shortly before 1 p.m. He

Kerr loses fight 
against cancer

CHICAGO Johnny “Red” Kerr, the 
former Bulls coach who spent more 
than three decades as a broadcaster 
for the team, has died. He was 76. 

Bulls spokesman Tim Hallam 
said Kerr died Thursday night at his 
home. He had been battling prostate 
cancer. 

Kerr’s death is a double blow for 
the Bulls, following the death also 
Thursday of Norm Van Lier, one of 
the most popular players in Bulls 
history Van Lier was 61. 

The Bulls unveiled a statue of Kerr

Kerr coached the Bulls to the 
playoffs in their inaugural 1966-67 
season and spent more than 30 years 
calling their games.

Tim Clark of South Africa played 16 holes without 
a bogey and pulled ahead for good on the back nine 
Thursday, knocking Woods out of the Accenture Match

Woods likely will play in two weeks at Doral in the CA 
Championship, although he said he would wait to see 
how his left knee felt.

“Sandler’s first album, I prob- 
ably listened to like a million times,” 

Samberg said of Sandler’s 1993 CD 
“They’re All Gonna Laugh at You!” 

“It’s like summer camp for me, dis- 
covering that with all my friends. ... It was truly 
inspirational.” 

Samberg hopes to have a similar effect on 
people with “Incredibad,” a new CD/DVD he 
released with his writing partners JormaTaccone 
and Akiva Schaffer, childhood friends collective- 
ly known as The Lonely Island. 

While The Lonely Island may not be a house- 


hold name, the clips the group has produced for 
“Saturday Night Live” have become viral sensa- 
tions, like “ [Bleep] in my Pants” and 
“[Bleep] in a Box,” which featured a 
memorable appearance by Justin 
Timberlake. 

Those songs are included on 
“Incredibad,” along with a DVD 
with shorts from the show as well as 
new material. 

“I think if you’re into what we do, we’re deliv- 
ering on that in spades,” Samberg said. 

It was The Lonely Island’s digital short film, 
“Lazy Sunday,” that lit the spark for Samberg’s 
white-hot career. 

When “SNL’ aired it in December 2005, 
Samberg was a goofy 27-year-old rookie, basi- 
cally unknown to even the show’s most devout 


fans. Within a week, the video— a geeky, hip- 
hop paean to “The Chronicles of Narnia”— 
was viewed more than a million times on the 
Internet. Since then, The Lonely Island’s shorts 
have become instant Internet hits. 

The new CD /DVD features their greatest hits 
as well as new collaborations with top stars like 
Jack Black, Norah Jones and Julian Casablancas 
ofThe Strokes. 

“We just sat down at the beginning and were 
like, ‘Whose careers can we ruin?’ And then we 
just picked names out of a hat,”Taccone joked. 

Schaffer said he and his pals are “huge fans” of 
everyone taking part in the project. 

“Every time I hit play on a song,” he said, “it’s 
like, us, us and I’m like, ‘Eh, eh’ and then they 
come on and I’m like, ‘Hey!’ Because we’re just 
fans of those people.”

It’s nothing against the Obamas. But some Portuguese water dog owners 
aren’t thrilled the breed is a front-runner for the first family 

The choice could mean a spike in the dogs’ popularity— and that could 
mean a rise in shady breeders and fickle owners who don’t understand the 
dogs and eventually abandon them, owners of Portuguese water dogs say 

“There’s always the danger of something like that,” said Stu Freeman, 
president of the Portuguese Water Dog Club of America. “It’s ‘ioi 
Dalmatians’ syndrome.” 

After that movie came out, “everyone thought, ‘aren’t they cute,’ ” ran 
out and bought the dogs and found out they were not quite as adorable 
as the ones in the movie, Freeman said. 

First Lady Michelle Obama told People magazine that the family is 
looking to rescue a Portuguese water dog in April, though her press sec- 
retary said Thursday that the decision isn’t final. President Obama also 
had mentioned a Labradoodle as an appealing choice. 

“Obviously they have their favorites that the president and first lady 
have outlined before— with of course the Portuguese water dog being a 
top contender— but there hasn’t been a selection yet,” Katie McCormick 
Lelyveld said. 

Elena Gretch, a dog trainer and owner of two Portuguese water dogs, 
worries that if the Obamas choose the breed, puppy mills will sprout up. 
The dogs cost $i,8oo to $2,500 and aren’t as common as other popular 
breeds. They’re prone to hip dysplasia, so finding a good breeder is impor- 
tant, she said, and the dogs don’t often end up in shelters for adoption.
